Three thousand dollars is the sum 
that Richmond and - Contra Costa 
county have been asked to contribute 
toward the enteftainment of the Riv- 
ers and Harbors Committee of the 


House of Represéntatives, which will 
pay this city a visit in June during 
its itinerary. This conclusion was 
reached yesterday afternoon at the 
regular bi-monthly meeting of the 
Richmond Industrial Commission, 
held in the Hotel Sutter in San 
Francisco. ; 

The Richmond City Council and 
the Contra Costa County Board of 
Supervisors will be asked to make 
the appropriation, each body prob- 
ably contributing half. 

It will cost $30,000 to bring the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee to 
the state. The city of Sacramento 
has already pledged itself to raise 
$22,000 for entertaining the visitors. 
When it is taken into. consideration 
that the visit of the congressmen will 
Probably ultimately mean hundreds 
of thousands in appropriations to 
this city, Richmond and Contra Cos- 
ta county will get of exceedingly 
_ Cheap with an appropriation of only | 
$3000 toward entertainment.

OFFER TO SELL 
WATER CO. 


Discussion became general in Rich- 


mond yesterday when the announce- 
ment appedred in various papers 
about the bay to the effect that Frank 
C. Havens, president of the People’s 
Water Company, was desirous of seil- 
ing the entire system to the various 
cities, which his company is serving. 

There seémed to be a general im- 
pression that an option should be 
secured onthe local plant, so that 
it could be, secured in event that the 
proposed. $2,000,000 water bonds is- 
sue, whichcomes up next month, does 
not carry; 

The other cities. served by the 
company_have taken immediate steps 
to acquire the system. Havens has 
left it to the State Railroad Com- 
mission to determine the valiation 
of the various plants,’: and an- 
nounces he will positively abide by 
the decision of that body. 


Havens in a public statement said: 

“We are willing to sell the Peo- 
ple’s Water Company as a whole, or 
such portions of it plant as may be 
veeded as a base of a municipal wa- 
ter supply, and we are willing to 
leave the price to the State Railroad 
Commission. .We have faith in the 
commissioners and will abide by any 
price they may fix. The People’s Wa- 
ter Company is at the end of its 
financial resources and the stock- 
holders desire to dispose of their 
holdings by January 1, 1915, be- 
cause of the several millions of un- 
derlying bonds that fall due at that 
time. The directors and stockhold- 
ers of the company always have been 
ready and anxious co sell their plant 
to the public.”

RAISING VEGETABLES AT SCHOOL 


Selma is a small town in Fresno county. It is not remarkable 
for anything in particular, yet it has set an example that might be 
followed profitably by the children of many other schools in the state. 
The children of the Selma primary and grammar schools secured 
from the people owning property in that community enough land 
to permit them to practice gardening; and last week they began the 
‘sale of their first crop of vegetables. A push cart was secured and 
the children loaded upon it the various beets, potatoes, lettuce, tur- 
nips and other vegetables they had raised and wended their way into 
the resident section of the little city. The boys did the selling, 
although the girls helped the raising. The experiment was an enor- 
mous success and the result is that the weekly sale of school raised 
vegetables has become a regular thing in Selma. 

But why cannot other localities imitate Selma? Why cannot 
Richmond school children for instance raise vegetables and sell them 
as the children in Fresno county are doing? There are many things 
which they will learn by the experience; they will learn botany, and 
become interested in it; they will learn arithmatic and be able to use 

. it practieally ; they will learn business methods; and they will learn 
too, how very profitable a truck garden is, a fact that very few white 
people in California seem to have discovered. 

While we are having all sorts of trouble and charges and counter 
charges, about the employed and the unemployed in this state the 
Chinese are getting $1500 off an acre of cucumbers near Marysville. 
They are doing as well with other vegetables. The Japanese are the 
potatoe kings, and the Hindus are even making a splended living, 
not from their standpoint but from the white man’s, on small patches 
of land. Fifteen hundred dollars an acre from vegetables is better 
than a gold mine. But why cannot a white man make that amount 
as well as his yellow-skinned neighbor? He can if he will. The 
trouble is that the white man does not turn his attention in many 
directions that he should, and in which he can succeed just as well as 
the Chinaman or Japanese. It is nonsense to talk about a white man 
being able to live on as little as an Asiatic. Of course he cannot, and 
“we trust he will never sink to their level of living, but a white man 
ean live very comfortable off $1500, and that is only one acre of land. 
That does not count the fact that he has no house rent to pay, no 
expense for clothes as if he lived in town, and can raise chickens and 
vegetables to cut down his living expenses without cutting down 
his food either in quantity or quality. 

If the lesson that all that can be done by the white man is taught 
many of our children. in the schools there will be fewer go wrong 
when they leave school and the great army of unemployed will be 
immensly decreased. The example of the Selma school children 
should be followed everywhere, and we should record with pleasure 
that Richmond and its school authorities were wise enough to start 
the children under their care along such profitable and sensible 
lines. There would be no difficultY in getting all the land required 
around here, and the children would not need much encouragement 
to get busy. Why not try the experiment at least? 


BARRING LIQUOR FROM THE NAVY 


The United States has taken the initiative in many directions 
contrary to the usual custom of nations, but nothing that it has 
done is likely to attract more attention tha its new policy of excluding 
liquor and wine from the Navy. A navy today is largely engaged in 
diplomatic duties. When we send a squadron to France or Germany 
it is understood to be a diplomatic visit and is so received by foreign 
nations. The result is visits to the fleet by the representatives of 

_the foreign nations, and of course there is much entertaining to be 
done on the part of the fleet’s officers. It is to be feared it will take 
some time to teach official visitors that this government only gives 
pink teas on such occasions, and that one of the largest wine pro- 
ducing countries in the world does not use it on its war ships. There 
is of course a great deal to be said in favor of the idea, and it is 
possible that we shall be able to lead the ‘way to similar regulations 
on the other fillets of the world. We certainly have done a great 

. deal towards raising the character of enlisted men, and there can be 
Bo question but that we have in the American Navy a higher elass 
-of men than are to be found in any navy of the world. 

American sailors are educated, intelligent, decent men as a rule 
and the old time rostering, drunken sailor is a thing of the past. If 
it be now possible to reach a point where all liquor can be banished, 
.and kept banished, and the world should understand that we do not

Following closely upon the heels of the triumphant election of 
Underwood in Alabama as a protest against the position taken by the 
President in the tolls matter, and the announcement of Senator Bur- 
ton of Ohio that he will not be a candidate for re-election because 
agreeing with the President on his British policy he knows that he 
could not be elected in his state where the poli¢y is unpopular, comes 
the defeat of the Democratic candidate for Congress in the President’s 
own state, New Jersey, by the very large majority of 5,000. The 
defeat of the Democratic candidate is all the more significant because 
in the first place he was heartily endorsed by the President who put 
forth as his representative and the exponent of his policies, secondly 
because the district went Democratic last time by 3,324, showing a 
change of 8,000 votes since the advent of the present administration, 
and finally because a member of the leading Democratic senators 
and exponents of that party went to New Jersey to help the Demo- 
cratic candidate. 

Of course one election does not show positively how the whole 
country is moving, any more than one swallow makes a Summer, but 
several events occurig in parts of the country as widely apart as 
Alabama, Ohio and New Jersey, are significant when they all point 
in the same direction.There is , too, the further fact to which atten- 
tion has been called in these columns, that former State Senator Cam- 
enetti, who is known to entertain gubernatorial ambitions, has an- 
nounced that he will not be a candidate this year in this state, because 
the Hindu question keeps him at Washington. That is another straw 
which shows the direetion of the political current. South, East, 
Middle States and West, whereever the people have spoken, it is 
the same story, and in South Dakota Congressman Burke carried 
the state by a big majority for the Senate, though there perhaps the 
result is not significant since the state went for Roosevelt in the pres- 
idential election. The one fact, however, stands out clearly that if 
the President were again a candidate for the Presidency he would 
not have 435 electorial votes this time. 


J. A. Lawrence only lacked his own vote to be re-elected unani- 
mously president of the Butte county citrus association. The re-elec- 
tion was reward for the splendid manner in which he has managed 
the association, a management which has resulted in all the members 
getting a far better price than formerly for their fruit. 


Another large farm in the San Joaquin valley is to be subdivided 
into small tracts. Such announcements are good news to all the 
state. It means an increase in population and more business for the 
stores, the railroads and everybody.
